A third change is most im- 
portant. It is to integrate 
the ‘power of the fighting 
units in the several strategic 
areas. The forces in each of 
these areas must be fully uni- 
fied into one command. We 
must place each command 
under the full control of one 
commanding officer, no mat- 
ter what his service. 

Again I have asked congres- 
sional co-operation. The Con- 
gress willing, we will, in the 
pattern of the Navy's mighty 
task forces of World War II, 
forge singly-led fighting units 
of unified, concentrated power. 
Thus we shall face up to the 
requirements of modern war. 

It is—I repeat—power that 


is concentrated, not diffused. 


It is warfare by unified forces, 


not separate units. The truth is 
that the services acting to- 
gether, rather than singly, gen- 
erate power that is not the 
sum but the multiplication of 
their separate capabilities.

Fewer School Districts 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent editorial you sug- 
gest a plan offered by Edgar C. 
Miller for five county school dis- 
tricts as a possible answer to the 
county school problem. 

I admit that when one glances 
at the plan it looks wonderful, for 
it does away with such extremes 
in assessed valuations as there are 
now which range from a high of 
$36,000 per pupil to as low as 
$2000 per pupil. But a closer ex- 
amination of the assessed valua- 
tions for all 29 county districts 
show that the average is about 
$11,000 as is also the median. 
Seven districts have assessed 
valuations per pupil between $11,- 
000 and $13,000. 

In the Miller plan, Affton, 
which is one of these average 
hool districts with an assessed 
valuation of $12,366, is allotted to 
Group V, which would have 
assessed valuation of $10,721. 
Who's kidding whom? Is it sound 
to equalize when it means lower 
than average? 

Granted help must be found, but 
let's not jump into a plan simply 
because it would equalize 
assessed valuations and number 
of pupils. Surely the problem can 
be answered in a more feasible 
manner if enough people put their 
minds to it instead of passing the 
buck to someone else. Perhaps 
a county-wide income tax or sales 
tax or luxury tax could be col- 
lected and divided among the dis- 
tricts on an equalization basis in 
addition to their individually col- 
lected property tax levies. 

We have a fine school system 
in Affton of which we are proud. 
It is large enough to enable us to 
offer complete curriculum and 
extra activities. It is small enough 
that all feel close to the school 
system. The residents know the 
superintendent and board mem- 
bers as neighbors whom they can 
call to discuss school problems. 

Our tax rate is also in the 
average group of $3.19. Admit- 
tedly, we would like to be able 
to lower our tax rate, but we can’t 
do it by lowering our assessed 
valuations.

Early Retirement 


Flight From St. Louis 


In this era when corporate mergers are 
nationally the order of the day, deep and 
sweeping changes are taking place in the 
ownership and management of business con- 
cerns in the St. Louis area. Many of the old- 
est home-owned businesses have been ac- 
quired by outside capital. St. Louis concerns 
have made acquisitions too, but the net move- 
ment has been overwhelmingly outward. 

Though the trend had started several years 
before, it was first dramatically brought to 
community-wide attention by the sale in 1955 
of Rice-Stix, a wholesale dry goods company 
which had operated here since 1879, and re- 
moval of its headquarters to New York City. 
Other flights of ownership followed in tex- 
tiles, headed by the old established Ely & 
Walker Dry Goods Co., and in communica- 
tions, hotels, food stores and many other lines 
as well. One of the oldest concerns acquired 
by outside capital was the Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co., a St. Louis institution for 113 years. 

In the communications field, outside capi- 
tal has acquired the St. Louis Globe-Democrat; 
television station KWK-TV (Channel 4), re- 
named KMOX-TV, and radio station KWK. 
Among hotels, the Jefferson and the Coronado 
have become absentee-owned. In the grocery 
business, the Rapp and Bettendorf food stores 
have been bought by the ACF-Wrigley Stores 
of Detroit. 

° . * 

Other notable transfers from local to out- 
side control have involved the Gaylord Con- 
tainer Corp., Grove Laboratories, the Griese- 
dieck-Western Brewing Co.’s brewing proper- 
ties, the Hampton Village Shopping Center, 
the Butler Bros. warehouse; the Landis Ma- 
chine Co., one of the largest manufacturers 
of shoe repair machinery; and Kline’s, Inc., 
women’s wear store. 

On the other side of the river the Olin In- 
dustries, Inc., merged with the Mathieson 
Chemical Corp. to form the Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corp., and headquarters were moved 
to New York City. 

In one of the latest transactions the Scullin 
Steel Co. has been merged with another of 
the companies controlled by financier Louis 
E. Wolfson, who acquired control of Scullin 
several years ago. 

There are far fewer instances of St. Louis 
capital and management moving out into 
other cities, although some of the moves in 
this direction have been quite large. The 
Monsanto Chemical Co. acquired control of 
the $147,000,000 Lion Oil Co. of Eldorado, 
Ark., the May Department Stores of the Dan- 
iels and Fisher Stores Co. of Denver, and the 
Frisco Railroad of the Central of Georgia 
Railway. These were counter-developments 
insofar as the status of St. Louis capital and 
management is concerned—similar develop- 
ments as concerns the extension of absentee 
ownership.

What are the relative merits of home and 
absentee ownership? The claims most fre- 
quently made for home ownership are that it 
is more interested in the community, a better 
source of leaders, a more generous contribu- 
tor to local causes. 

While many theorists consider absentee 
ownership intrinsically undesirable, there are 
things to be said for the infusion of new 
blood from the outside. Among the advan- 
tages most often adduced are more adequate 
financing, improved sources of supply, better 
distribution, widened markets, new ideas, and 
expanding rather than static enterprise. 

Much, of course, will depend on the nature 
of the individual company. But one thing 
is certain—the pattern of the business life of 
our greater community is being profoundly 
and permanently changed by the processes 
of merger and pyramiding controls which 
have already run so far and have still not 
run their course. 

What is the new pattern that is emerging? 
In what important ways does it differ from the 
old? Which of the differences are relevant 
to Greater St. Louis’s future progress, and 
how may they be dealt with to make that fu- 
ture bright? 

These are questions some answers to which 
will have to be sought if our community is to 
make the most of the good and the least of 
the bad in the upheavals of corporate struc- 
tures which are taking place across the land. 


Ahead of the Water Board 


The new Water Pollution Board which has 
just been sworn in by Gov. Blair has a hard 
job ahead if it is to justify the hopes held for 
it at its creation. Missouri communities, in- 
dividuals and industries will have to be 
stirred from what is in most cases a heavy 
lethargy. 

Missouri has been largely confined to pro- 
ceeding against stream polluters only when 
an open-and-shut case should be made of 
a menace to public health. It is doubtful that 
the state ever could have afforded such a 
primitive approach to the problem, and cer- 
tain that it can no longer afford to do so. 

As President Eisenhower said, water has 
become the nation’s No. 1 resource, In Mis- 
souri we have squandered it badly. We ¢an- 
not too quickly set about repairing the error. 


Leaderless Again 


The latest French governmental crisis is 
unlikely to upset preparations for summit 
peace talks, but it can have an adverse effect 
upon the Western alliance and upon France. 

Despite the Assembly's 321 to 225 vote 
which turned over Premier Felix Gaillard’s 
Cabinet, the Premier still manages a care- 
taker government capable of routine opera- 
tion. That is why President Eisenhower told 
reporters he did not think events in Paris 
would disturb summit preparations. 

But there is no telling how long it will be 
before France has a government capable of 
meeting the Tunisian-Algerian problem, which 
led to Gaillard’s downfall. The latter sought 


and failed to get Assembly approval for a 
United States-British “good offices” mission 
to settle French differences with Tunisia. The 
hope was to gain French withdrawal of mili- 
tary forces from Tunisia except for the Bi- 
zerte naval base.

The basic identity of the Acheson and Dul- 
les foreign policies has never been better il- 
lustrated than in the united front now being 
presented by the former and the present Sec- 
retary of State against negotiation with Rus- 
sia. Mr. Acheson earlier this year moved to 
his successor’s side to help repel the ideas 
of George F. Kennan, and he has now made 
specific his opposition to a summit conference 
in particular and to a settlement with the 
Soviet Union in general. -

Mr. Acheson, like Mr. Dulles, has something 
of a vested interest in the policy this country 
has been following over the past 10 years, and 
he shows a perfectly human and quite under- 
standable tendency to propound principles 
which justify what has been done rather than 
open new frontiers to effective future action. 

Basically Mr. Acheson seems to believe that 
a settlement with the Russians ought to be 
avoided until the Russians have been expelled 
from Europe. Does this not mean postponing 
negotiations until negotiation is no longer 
necessary? And does it not assume that the 
Russians can be compelled by “containment” 
and by a Western military buildup to aban- 
don positians which according to Messrs. Dul- 
les and Acheson they are not willing to aban- 
don by negotiation? 

Mr. Acheson is saying that negotiations will 
be possible only after Eastern Europe has 
been liberated from Soviet domination, after 
Western Europe has achieved a greater de- 
gree of unity, after NATO has achieved 
a greater expansion of conventional military 
power. But is this not equivalent to saying 
that negotiations must be postponed until 
after Soviet power both internally and exter- 
nally has collapsed? Is it not another way of 
stating Mr. Dulles’s fond but repeatedly disap- 
pointed hope that if we only hold firm the 
Communist regime will wither away? 

The fatal flaw in this theory is, that the 
Russians instead of growing weaker have be- 
come stronger. And as they have switched 
the principal focus of their diplomatic pres- 
sure from military to economic and political 
measures, they have tended more and more 
to win friends abroad while the West was los- 
ing them. Containment and waiting for a 
Soviet collapse no longer fit reality, and 
American policy must find new ideas if it is 
to retain leadership of the free world. 


Correspondents White and Stokes 

The Post-Dispatch has begun to print the 
Washington columns of William S. White, for 
many years the Senate correspondent of The 
New York Times. One of the ablest and fair- 
est of Washington commentators, Mr. White, 
who won a Pulitzer prize for his biography of 
the late Senator Taft of Ohio, is now writing 
for a national audience through syndication. 
He also has accepted an invitation to con- 
tribute the monthly articles in the “Editor’s 
Easy Chair” department of Harper’s, long dis- 
tinguished by the late Bernard De Voto. 

While it is most pleasant to welcome Mr. 
White to the Post-Dispatch in his new capaci- 
ty, it is distressing to record that continued 
illness makes it impossible for Thomas L. 
Stokes to write the dispatches which he had 
so long sent from Washington throughout the 
country. Mr. Stokes has been a commentator, 
but he has been most of all a reporter. He 
has had his way of digging into situations that 
many of his colleagues on Capitol Hill had 
overlooked. We speak for countless readers 
when we say that we miss his vigorous work 
—and wish him fullest recovery of his health 
and interest in the national scene. 


One Into Law, One Vetoed 


President Eisenhower showed the best pos- 
sible discrimination in- approving the new 
$1,800,000,000 highway bill and in vetoing a 
water-projects bill almost equally costly. 

The highway bill is an excellent anti-reces- 
sion measure. It would generate activity in 
innumerable industries allied to construction 
and road use and increase available jobs. 
Most important, its effect should be almost 
immediate. Highway plans are waiting in 
many states for an injection of money. 

Mr. Eisenhower criticized the “precedent” 
of allowing the Federal Government to pay 
$2 for each $1 put up by the states, which 
violates the old 50-50 formula. But that sys- 
tem was breached for federal interstate high- 
ways in the Highway Act two years ago, and 
rightly so. Today the states lack the money 
to continue 50-50 sharing in the emergency 
created by the slump. 

Moreover, the new highway bill contains a 
billboard-control provision which had the 
support of the President and his Adminis- 
tration. For the first time, the Government 
will provide an incentive bonus to states 
which meet federal standards for regulating 
roadside advertising along the new 41,000- 
mile interstate system. 

The President also was eminently cor- 
rect in vetoing the $1,500,000,000 rivers and 
harbors bill. That measure was a compendium 
of efforts to sneak in a lot of unmeritorious 
projects by exploiting the recession. The ex- 
cuse was that it would help revive business 
though, as Mr. Eisenhower pointed out, it

The Cost of Dying Is Going Up in Britain 


State Burial Grant Insufficient; Red Tape and Technological Changes Cited 


From The Economist, London 


Few people speak of an under- 
taker in anything much above a 
whisper. He is naturally a person 
who is called in at times of sorrow; 
but almost alone among professional 
men, the undertaker as a person is 
closely linked in the public mind 
with the tools of his trade. 

It is a trade with a fixed market, 
which cannot exceed the half-million 
or more people who die each year. 
Although precise statistics are not 

available, it seems 
probable that the

death is between 
£30 and £40, 
which would sug- 
gest an annual 
turnover for the whole trade of 
somewhere around £15,000,000 and 
£ 20,000,000. This turnover is spread 
thinly among many firms, for the 
business is essentially one of small- 
scale enterprise. (The pound is cur- 
rently is worth $2.82.) 

Because reputation and connec- 
tions in funeral direction are so im- 
portant, the trade believes that com- 
plete newcomers, without family ties 
and personal recommendations, rare- 
ly get enough customers to cover 
their costs for 10 years or more. 
They are like barristers in that re- 
spect. 

The love of solemn splendor—and 
conversely, the stigma of a pauper's 
grave—has been the foundation of 
the funeral directors’ business. It 
led during the nineteenth century to 
the building up of an elaborate sys- 
tem of burial insurance, the weekly 
installments on which often started 
the moment a child was born. 

A lot of these policies are merely 
small-scale life insurances, including 
the rather morbid business of betting 
on grandfather's early death which 
is in some areas a popular working- 
class substitute for ‘or sideline to) 
the football pools. 

But of the 5,750,000 of new indus- 
trial assurance policies that are taken 
out every year, roughly 5 per cent,

or 280,000, still explicitly cover fu- 
neral expenses. Since the average 
policy runs for 20 years, this means 
that between 5,500,000 and 6,000,000 
people now hold a funeral policy; 
and the total assured under these 
funeral policies is of the order of 
£ 100,000,000 

Two facts go a long way to ex- 
plain the continued popularity of 
burial insurance. The first is the 
strong sense of tradition in working- 
class homes; the second is that the 
state grant of £25 is far from suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of most fu- 
nerals today. Even in the 1930s it 


> was estimated that an average fu- 


neral would cost between £20 and 
£25. Today the price of a relatively 
unostentatious funeral in a town is 
likely to be at least £60. 

The funeral directors’ own most 
common complaints today are against 
bureaucracy and local authorities. 
The brochure sent out by their asso-

ciation contains a stirring plea that 
all gndertakers “must be united to 
combat the restrictions and regula- 
tions which threaten the independent 
businessman.” 

A funeral director who wishes to 
improve: his premises may often 
“have town planning difficulties”; 


every year the association is “oppos- 
ing private bills in Parliament and 
local authority regulations which, if 
allowed to go by default, would crip- 
ple your business.” 

Overcrowding of the burial grounds 
has led to a massive rise in crema- 
tion. In 1939, only 3% per cent of 
funeral services were in a cremato- 
rium; by 1950, the figure was 15% 
per cent -“ last year it reached 28 
per cent. To meet this increase in 
demand, many new crematoria have 
had to be opened. The total operat- 
ing at the end of 1957 was 108; of 
these, 80 were owned by public au- 
thorities and the rest by private en- 
terprise. Although the cost of a new 
crematorium can be formidably high 
(the one at Daldowie, seven miles 
from Glasgow, cost £210,000) con- 
struction at the average post-war 
price of £50,000 has been worth a 
local authority's while. 

For since municipal cemeteries are 
run at a loss of over £5 a burial, or 
as high as £15 in some towns, the 
163,000 cremations Jast year saved 
£ 800,000 on the rates as well as 163 
acres of land, much of it in valuable 
urban areas. 

The increase in cremation has not 
affected the undertakers’ receipts 
significantly, since they just arrange 


for a different service; for this rea- . 


son, and because the expensive fu- 
neral drive to the nearest cremato- 
rium tends to be longer than to the 
nearest cemetery, the price of a cre- 
mation is not necessarily any less 
than that of the traditional burial. 

But it does indicate that the un- 
dertaking industry is going through 
a period of technological change 
(which, among other things, is hit- 
ting monumental masons hard). An- 
other sign of the times is that less 
heavy black is being worn, and there 
is a trend toward the greater infor- 
mality that characterizes the Ameri- 
can funeral. 

The (by British standards) exces- 
sive social ostentation of Forest 
Lawns, the Los Angeles necropolis 
which formed the background of 
Evelyn Waugh's “The Loved One,” 
has as yet made no headway here.

CHICAGO, April 17. 


HE official National 
League schettile is con- 
tained in a little book, 
4 inches long and 21% inches 
wide. It is, as might be sus- 
pected, merely a symposium 
of dates and names of teams. 
but you don't have to read 
between the lines to acquire 
some almost fictional facts. 
Chicago, for instance, is 
the only two-team center left 
in the big leagues, but there 
won't be any baseball here 
from next Sunday through 
Thursday (April 24) because 
both the Cubs and White 
Sox will be out of town. 
(The purpose of two-team 
cities was to supply a game 
every day ... or night.) 
Milwaukee comes to Wrig- 
ley Field for a five-game 
series beginning April 29. 
(But the Braves don’t come 
back to Chicago at all after 
July 20.) Cincinnati opens at 
Wrigley Field May 4 for a 
five-game series. (But the 
Redlegs end their entire 
seasonal stand here July 17.) 


So just suppose (as could 
happen) that the Braves and 
Reds get into a mid-season 
pennant tussle and hold the 
pace down to the wire. Chi- 
cago fans will go the last 69 
days of the season without 
ever seeing either club. 


The Cardinals and Dodg- 
ers have to play a twi-nicht 
double-header at Los An- 
geles the evening of July 3, 
because somebody rented 
the Coliseum for a fireworks 
display on July 4 and won't 
relinquish the date for base- 
ball. (That, of course, also 
leaves St. Louis high and dry 
on Independence Day.) 


From Friday, May 16, 
through Sunday, May 18, the 
San Francisco Giants play 
the Cubs here. Then they go 
away, not to return until 
July 1, an interim of 43 days. 

The switch of the Dodgers 
and Giants to California now 
makes Milwaukee, which is 
west of Chicago, an eastern 


club... along with the Pi- 
rates, Cincinnati and Phila- 
delphia. 


Method, Not Madness. 
HERE probably is as 
much method, as mad- 
ness, to the schedule as 

President Warren Giles of 
the National League wanted 
to get both Horace Stoneham 
and Walter O'Malley off on 
the right foot. So both the 
Giants and Dodgers get an 
early attendance break, when 
the weather is apt to be more 


steadily playable than back 
East. 
Thus the Dodgers and 


Giants play one another 10 
more times and act as co- 
hosts to every other team, 
through May 13, before ei- 
ther coast club has to leave 
for an initial swing east. 


“It’s only natural that we'd 
want to give them whatever 
advantage was possible,” said 
a National League official. 
“After all, it’s new territory 
and the fans have a right to 
get more than just a glimpse 
of the teams. 


“Don’t forget, there'll be a 
span of almost three weeks 
(18 days) from the middle of 
May when both clubs will be 
away and there'll be no ma- 
jor ball out there.” 


The second big California 


reaction comes tomorrow 
when the Giants open at Los 
Angeles where the differ- 


ence in seating capacity will 
be upwards of 60,000 from 
the 23,448 at ‘Prisco. 

There'll also be the first 
player reaction to those 250- 
foot fences... and whether 
their 40-foot height will be 
enough to keep fly balls from 
dropping on the other side. 

It has been suggested that 
perhaps the fences may have 
to be moved back into the 
stands another 100 feet and 
make the players settle for 
automatic two-baggers into 
the front-row seats.

Big League Scouts on Hand. 
In recent years Simmons has 
become one of the colleges’ 
leading spokesmen against or- 
ganized baseball’s bonus sys- 
tem, the payment of money to 
youths who arent old enough 
to earn extra cash as profes- 
sionals do with shaver commer- 
cials.

And 
it’s creating a lot of good will 
around the Michigan colleges. 
Happy Combination—Maybe. 

“Coilege baseball is the 'ow 
sport on the totem pole. If a 
college baseball coach gets 
seven or eight scholarships, 
he’s doing pretty well, and he’s 
always splitting them up, half 


“a scholarship here and another 


half there. Now, if the college 
enrollments keep growing, and 
colleges go to four: semesters 
like there’s talk of maybe hap- 
pening, 
season could rum all summer, 
50 or 60 games, and those busi- 
ness men in organized baseball 
might be a little quicker to see 
merit in helping a boy stay in 
school and get an education— 
and find out whether he can 
play baseball, at the same 
time.”

Cereal and Milk a Good ‘Combo’ 


EVER NOTICE HOW YOUR TASTE preferences change 


with the seasons? Perhaps you 


haven’t, since it happens with- 


out any conscious effort on your part and you may have been 


unaware of it. 


But stop'‘and think a moment; with the first 
nippy days af autumn don’t you crave more spicy foods? 


And 


in the spring of the year, lighter fare is more appealing. 


Just one word of warning— 
in switching to that lighter 
fare, be sure that you still 
have an adequate diet. Cereal 
and milk is a combination 
that is right on both counts; 
it isn’t heavy, but it is nutri- 
tious. It may be the answer 
if hearty breakfasts haven't 
been too attractive to you 
recently.

For instance, this 400-calorie 
cereal and milk breakfast 
might be used as a basic pat- 
tern for' the morning meal in 
a 1500-calorie reducing diet. 
It meets the standards of a 
breakfast which provides one- 
fourth of the total daily caloric 
requirements and protein al- 
lowance, with not less than 15 
grams of protein. It also pro- 
vides the quick energy which 
is so important for mental and 
physical sharpness during the 
morning hours. 

However, it cannot be 
stressed too strongly that 
overweight is a medical 
problem, and the only safe 
way to reduce is under the 
supervision of a physician. 
He may modify a 400-cal- 
orie reducing breakfast 
to fit individual require- 
ments. 

400-Calorie 
Cereal and Milk

Cereals are as_ typically 


American as any food we eat. 
Long before the white man 
reached these shores, the 
Indian was cultivating maize. 
Thew came the pioneer days 
with porridge cooked over 
coals in. the fireplace. Eventu- 
ally America was to make a 
new contribution to the world’s 
eating habits, for it was here 
that ready-to-eat cereals orig- 
inated. 

At first cereals were used 
only at the breakfast table, but 
before long American women 
had discovered that they also 
could be used as ingredients in 
other dishes. 

For example, cereal and milk 
ean be combined in breakfast 
quick breads such as Prune 
Bran Muffins and Waffles Su- 
preme.

As a matter of fact, they are 
one of the best fruit values in 
St. Louis food stores, so it is a 
wise homemaker who takes ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to 
serve her family bananas (and 
some of the delicacies which 
can be made from them) at 
budget prices. 


Since pieces of the mellow 
fruit add so much to salads and 
fruit cups, here is a little trick 
worth knowing. ‘“Picot-edged” 
banana elices are easy to do, 
and add that bit of glamor that 
makes a simple dish more at- 
tractive. To achieve this frilly 
effect. simply run the tines of 
a fork down all sides of a 
peeled ripe banana; cut cross- 
wise, and there you have a 
lacy edging on each slice.

Work on Defensive Arms. 

Enlarging onphis point that 
the United States must con- 
tinue to develop § defensive 
arms, Strauss said: “Because 
we are a democfacy, we are 
cast in the role of defenders 
and cede to totalitarian gov- 
ernments the role of aggres- 
sors. There is an enormous dis- 
tinction in this simple state- 
ment of fact.” 

He pointed out that an at- 
tacker aims at large targets— 
cities — while the defenders 
aim at small targets—enemy 
planes and missiles. 

“The weapons of the de- 
fender therefore .need to be 
much more sophisticated in 
design than those of the ag- 
gressor,” he went on. “They 
must be both more accurate 
and more numerous than the 
weapons of the aggressor and, 
since many would be used 
over our own or friendly ter- 
ritory, they must be designed 
to perform their function and 
to produce the absolute mini- 
mum of radioactive debris.” 

Dr. Teller Gives Views. 

Dr. Edward Teller, a leading 
scientist in development of the 
hydrogen bomb, repeated his 
view before the subcommittee 
yesterday that more tests are 
essential] to develop so-called 
“clean” bombs, weapons which 
produce relatively little radio- 
active fallout. 

Teller, an outspoken advo- 
cate of continued testing, said, 
“We must have these clean 
weapons to protect innocent 
bystanders, to defend our al- 
lies and to protect our own 
country. 

“By being unduly cautious 
now, we may sacrifice millions 
of lives in a dirty nuclear war 
later.” 

Says Evasion Would Be Easy. 

Teller, director of the Uni- 
versity of California's radiation 
laboratory at Livermore, Calif., 
argued that a test suspension 
agreement would be easy for 
the Russians to evade.

Real Problems 
In Agriculture 


) THERE IS ALMOST NO SUBJECT that has a bigger 
. press today than the farm problem. Although I haven't 
tallied it up, agriculture must oceupy almost as many 
columns in the news as sports and satellites. Everybody 
has his say about the 
agricuS*-ral situation and 
it is plain that many of 
those who speak have 
mighty little idea what 
they are talking about. 
When the august Com- 
mittee for Economic De- 
velopment, whose pro- 
oms seem to paral- 
ly the current 
policies of the Depart- 
meat of Agriculture, 
| to make a study 
. of and come out 
‘WIER Lecommendations, 
they appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of two 
, banks. «presidents and 
three insurance company 
presidents. If any of 
these fellows had ever 
delivered a calf or hauled 
m@ toad of manure or tried 
to sell their pigs and other farm produce on the “free 
market” which they extol, the faet did not appear in their 
report. 

The same thing could readily be said for our friend, 
Representative Tom Curtis, wie @éieves, if the press 
quotes him correctly, that those of tis who criticize Ezra 
Benson are “ignoramuses who don't @ven want to know 
about the economics of the farm problem.” He states, 
furthermore, that although “Bemsgfs solutions may not 
work, he is at least leading f ge.” 

As a farmer and a steady critic of Benson, 
I rather resent friend Tom's of “ignoramus,” 
especially since it comes from @ fellg who has probably 
never wrestled with the farm p jin terms of making 
a farm feed and educate his wrestied with it 
anywhere at all except im th: halls of Congress. I'm glad 
he recognizes “Benson's solutions don’t work.” 


Benson’s solutions for the farm problem do 
not work and will never work for reasons that 
Representative Curtis might well cogitate, even 
though his is an urban rather than a rural con- 
stituency and he doesn’t depend on farmers to be 
elected. They will not work, for one thing, be- 
cause Benson does not lead from knowledge. He 
leads, if this is a proper term fox the agricultural 
philosophy he represents, from «a definite and 
clearly-defined economic point of view. 


This point of view results from many things and 
among these is his early background as a county agricul- 
tural agent in the narrow confines of Utah farming and 
the later influence of such highly reactionary agricultural 
thinkers as Drs. Butz and Paariburg of Purdue Univer- 
sity and, sad to say, True Morse of Missouri. 


THIS PARTICULAR economic philosophy favors the 
processor at the expense of the producer, the big factory- 
type operator at the expense of the family farmer, the ex- 
ploiter of the land at the expense of the man who has spent 
his life doing an honest and sincere job of preserving and 
building the farm he lives on. There is a kind of thinking 
here that comes out of the professional land management 
business: that all productive land ought actually to be in 
the hands of a few absentee capitalists who would turn it 
over to the professional land manager to operate with hired 
labor for a fat fee to the land manager and a small profit 
to the owner. 


Present policies of the Department of Agriculture can- 
not solve the farm problem because they do not attack 
its causes. These policies, except for lip service, entigely 
overlook all aspects of the problem exccpt the economic 
and do not even consider these very deeply. They neglect 
the moral and social issues which are involved in man's 
use of the land. They are rooted in an agricultural phi- 
losophy that condones the mining of the agricultural re- 
source solely for profit. They are filled with the arro- 
gance of little men because of the scientific knowledge we 
have gained, when all our knowledge has not even proved 
that human beings can ultimately survive urban life with- 
out, as Liberty Hyde Bailey put it, being “constantly re- 
newed from the vitality of the farms and back spaces that 
have mothered our race.” 


. I'd like te set down a few more quotes taken 

at random from a little book called “The Holy 
Earth” which was written by the great teacher, 
philosopher, plant explorer and botanist, Liberty 
Hyde Bailey, in 1915 and is as meaningful today 
as when it was published: 


“The ultimate good in the use of land is the develop- 
ment of people; it may be better that more persons have 
contact with the land than that it shall be more efficiently 
administered. The morals of land management is more 
important than the economics of land management and any 
line of development founded on accountant economics 
alone will fail. ...The real farmer has a strong moral regard 
for his land, for his animals and his crops. These are 
established men, with highly developed obligations, feeling 
their resporisibility to the land on which they live. No 
nation can long persist that does not have this kind of 
citizenry in its background... . The measuring of farm- 
ing in yields and incomes alone introduces a dangerous 
standard. We assume that state moneys for agricultural 
education must produce ‘practical’ results in more corn, 
hogs, alfalfa and money. Yet the greatest good that can 
accrue to a state from the expenditure of its money is

Full-Time Mother 


“I KNOW that many young working widows put their 
children in a nursery or turn them over to someone else 
all day. But I still think kids need the love and care of a 


full-time mother,” writes Mrs. ‘T. “My older child is in 
school half days, and the younger one won't be ready for 
school for another year. Someone has to stay with them, 
and I want to be that someone. But it’s also necessary for 
me to work since the income from my husband's insurance 
and from public aid to widows is mighty small. How do 


other women manage to stay home and make a living at 
the same time?” 


It certainly isn't easy, Mrs. T.: but since it appears 
that you do not have to support the family entirely, merely 
supplement your income, there are far more possibilities. 


Your pub'iec library can supply you with some books that 
give you details. 


One possibility is to care for other children 
who are not too far from the ages of your own. 
You might easily find a working mother or two 
who would welcome such help, 


If you have any talent for plain sewing and mend- 
ing, you may find customers in your own neighbor- 
hood. Many women nowadays have very little 
ability, or, more correctly, have very little train- 
ing for this purpose and are delighted to find 
someone who will help them with alterations and 
such. 


On the whole, it’s safer to try some of these common- 
place and obvious plans, than to be tempted by various 
advertised schemes for making money at home. Some of 
these schemes are good for the woman who has the neces- 
sary talent; others are little better than rackets. Don't go 
into anything that calls for an investment without con- 
sulting some business man of your acquaintance.

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Seven years ago my hus- 
band underwent an operation for ruptured ulcer.

his stomach was removed. He is now in the best of health 
and looks much younger than his 56 years. 

We are in constant argument about his diet. I have 
continued to advise that he follow the ulcer diet pattern. 
But he says he can eat any food without harm. I am even 
afraid of giving him acid foods and coarse vegetables. 
What is the answer to this confusing problem? Thank 
you. MRS. &. B. 


ANSWER: The most important advice I can offer is 
thet you discontinue your differences of opinion about 
what is or isn't proper diet. Seven years on his diet is 
proof enough that what he is eating is all right for him. 
Possibly not for the ulcer patient around the corner—but 
Be has proved that it is efficacious in his case. 


If I were treating your husband I would advise him 
te continue as he has. I would also insist that he refrain 
from alcohol and tobacco. That he never overload his 
stomach with a multi-coarse meal. That he take frequent 
small feedings.

Dr. T. Dale Stewart, Smithsonian Anthropologist, Called on to Identify Murder Victims

WASHINGTON, April 17. 


WHENEVER the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation faces the 
problem of identifying a mur- 
der victim in which only a 
skeleton or a bundle of bones 
remains, they cail on the serv- 
ices of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s chief anthropologist, 
Dr. T. Dale Stewart. 


(In 1943 he was a visiting 
professor of anatomy at Wash- 
ington University’s School of 
Medicine in St. Louis.) 


As an anthropologist for the 
museum, Dr. Stewart spends 
most of his time on research. 
As a bone detective for the 
FBI, he returned recently from 
testifying in a murder trial in 
the South. In this case the state 
contended that the defendant 
clubbed a woman to death with 
a wrench and buried the body. 
Dr. Stewart identified an in- 
complete collection of human 
bones dug from a_ shallow 
grave as the remains of a wom- 
an, a Negro, about 40 years of 
age, who had suffered a frac- 
tured jaw. | 

On what did he base that 
identification? The pelvic bone 
was a clue to the victim’s sex, 
the skull supplied identifica- 
tion of the race, and evidence 
of arthritis show the person to 
have been nearer 40 than 30. 
A break in the jaw bone indi- 
cated there had been a hard 
blow on the face. 


For 15 years the disappear- 
ance of an ex-Marine bootleg- 
ger remained unsolved. It was 
deduced that he had been 
killed. The state had a suspect, 
but no corpus delicti. Then one 
day a farmer was cleaning his 
well and discovered a skeleton 
at the bottom of the shaft. 
This skeleton was sent to Dr. 
Stewart who identified it as to 
sex and race. He was able to 
establish that the victim had 
pyorrhea, in which there is 
damage to the jaw bone. And 
because the bones of the left 
arm were slightly longer than 
those of the right he guessed 
that the victim had been left- 
handed. 


Marine dental records con- 
firmed the pyorrhea and the 
victim’s mother said he had 
been left-handed. The suspect 
was tried, convicted of murder, 
and given a short prison sen- 
tence because of the circum- 
stantial nature of the evidence. 


The same techniques the an- 
thropologist uses for determin- 
ing the age and stature of skele- 
tons in the museum are used 
in his work as a bone detective 
in criminal cases. The teeth 
begin to erupt during the first 
year of life and continue until 
about 20. From the teens until 
the mid-twenties there are caps 
at the growing ends of the 
bones that unite in regular 
sequences. Thereafter less or- 
derly changes take place in the 
joints, particularly in the joint 
in front of the pelvis and 
the seams in the skull. Dr.

determine specifically from his 
studies whether an individual 
was over or under the age of

Dr. Stewart relies on stature 
tables prepared by Dr. Mildred 
Trotter of Washington Univer- 
sity to determine an individ- 
ual’s build. These are tables 
which correlate the length of 
the leg and arm bones with 
stature and provide a formula 
for estimating size. In the case 
of the ex-Marine, the doctor 
estimated the height of the 
murder victim at 5 feet 6 to 
7 inches: his actual height 
turned out to be 5 feet 7%4 
inches. 

SOME MONTHS AGO, Dr 
Stewart was an expert witness 
in a case in which a man killed 
his wife, placed her body in a 
bonfire and stoked it with logs 
for three days. All this was 
suspected but could not be 
proved until a handful of bones 
was raked out of the fire and 
taken to Dr. Stewart. Within 
two days he established that 
the bones were human, those 
of an adult and probably a fe- 
male. The woman's husband 
was convicted of first degree 
murder.

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doctor of medicine and’ an an- 
thropologist, says the identifi- 
cation of bones in criminal 
cases should be done only by 
physicial anthropologists. Even 
these experts, however, may be 
seriously handicapped in cases 
where fire has reduced the 
bones to charred fragments or 
where parts of a body have 
been washed away by rain or 
carried off by scavenging birds 
or animals. The bone detec- 
tive also runs into difficulty 
when someone submits only a 
few sample bones instead of all 


that have been found. Dr. 
Stewart finds it especially help-

in which they were discovered 

Dr. Stewart served as a star 
witness in a celebrated “Lonely 
Hearts” case in 1950. A wealthy 
man disappeared.

The widow denied all knowl- 
edge. of the man. However, 
police located some peculiar 
ashes in a dump and found 
fragments of burned bones.

fied the bones closely enough 
to convince a jury. 

Not all suspect skeletons turn 
out to be murder victims. Sev- 
eral years ago, he was sent a 
skeleton found under the floor 
of a cellar in Kentucky. Dr. 
Stewart identified it as an 
Indian buried there some 300 
years ago. And not all skele- 
tons found can be matched up 
with some particular missing 
person or criminal case. 

A HUMAN HAND found on 
a farm in Oklahoma turned out 
to be part of an Egyptian 
mummy from one of the earls 
dynasties It later came to 


light that a farmer nearby had 
a collection of such curios in 
his barn 

What looked like a human 
hand, found in a suburb of 
Washington, proved to be a 


paw of a recently skinned bear. 
The habits of bear hunters 
often lead to reports of mys- 
terious murders. The scientist 
explains that hunters often cut 
off the paws and throw them 
aside, either in -the woods or 
after returning home. When 
dogs and birds have gnawed or 
plucked them clean, they look 
much like human hands. 


In general, Dr. Stewart finds 
that practically all whole bones 
and most bone fragments can 
be identified as human or non- 
human with a fair degree of 
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certainty. Fresh bone, even 
small fragments, can be iden- 
tified down to the particular 
species of animal by the ag- 
glutination test — a method 


‘comparable to blood grouping. 


This test fails, however, when 
the’ bones have been badly 
burned, or chemically treated 
and the organic matter de- 
stroved. 


In the “Lonly Hearts” case, 
he identified as human a wrist 
bone and two finger bones. The 


accompanying less distinctive 
fragments lent support to the 
bone detedtive’s. identification: 
but alone they would have 
been insufficient. 

Another problem the anthro- 
pologist is called upon to solve 
is how much time has elapsed 
since death? Dr. Stewart is 
frank to admit that no salis- 


factory answer can be given to 
this question. The factors that 
determine the rate of tissue 
decomposition — climate, ex- 
posure to scavenging animals 
—are highly variable and ade- 
quate information about them 
is not usually supplied when 
the bones are sent to a compe- 
tent anthropologist for study.

NEW YORK, April 17. 

IT HAS BEEN BROUGHT 
to my attention that the 
United Nations International 
School, which was established 
in 1949 as an outgrowth si . 
nursery school set up in 194; 
at Lake Success by the U.N 
Secretariat, has now devrucu 
to establish itself here in New 
York. 

The administration and re- 
sponsibility for educational 
matters is vested in the board 
of trustees of the Association 
for the U. N. International 
School. It operates under an 
absolute charter granted by 
the Board of Regents of the 
State of New York. 

The school, being part of 
the U.N.’s interests, natur- 
ally makes no _ distinction 
among pupils as to race, sex, 
language, or religion and, 
therefore, tries to lay the 
foundations of a real inter- 
national education and to 
combine the best features of 
the different school systems 
of the world. 

The children attending this 
school come here from all 
parts of the world, so here is 
where they become adjusted 
to American life. since they 


are to live in this country for 
a number of vears. The main 
objective of the school is. of 


course, to give a comprehen- 
sive education to the children 
of the staff of the Secretariat 
of the U.N. and other person- 
nel associated with U.N. work, 
but wisely they have decided 
to accept children from other 
families who, desire to have 
their childre learn, while 
young, something about an in- 
ternational atmosphere. 

Many people will recog- 
nize, I think, the value of 
having such a _ school in 
Manhattan and will be glad 
to hear that it may be pos- 
sible to obtain the land 
needed in the Kipps Bay 
Park development area. This 
is not, of course, an under- 
taking that can be paid for 
from U.N. funds, and so the 
people of New York will 
have to take an interest in 
this establishment and give 
their backing to the Board 
of Trustees. 

Let us hope that there will 


be some charitable founda- 
tions that will think well of 
this project and lend their 
help, as well as_ individuals 
who can also be of assistance
